the Thirtiecth A&, firſt Parliament of Our Royal Predeceſſor, Charles the fi'ſtz Itis Statute and 
Ordained, Thar all and whatſoever of the Clan Gresgovr or Afrgregour, ſhould give Compearance be- 
fore the Lords of Our Privy Council, and fiad Caution and Surety, tor their good Behaviour and 
_ _ Obedience, in manner ſpecified in the ſaid AR, wherein i they Pailzied, all and ſundrie Cu' Leidges 
are th reby diſcharged, to Reſet, Supplie, or [ntercommune with any of the ſaid Name or Clanof Mcgriegesr, under 
the Pair Sea Eid AaNomwichſtanding whereot, Sundrie of that Nameand Clan, who have little Ero- 
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rade of Theiving, Sorning, Robbing, and commirting manifeſt and 

open Depredations upon Our good and pracrabic Supjeas, and iccrive Supply, avlic and Aﬀtſtance from ſundry of Our 
Leidge:, in the petpetrating their ſaid Villanies , in manifeſt Contempt and Diſobedience to th- Laws and Acts of 
Parliament, made againſt the ſame: And We being reſolved to put the former Laws made againſt the ſaid Name 
and Clan in Execution, and to put Our good Subjets underall poſſible Security againft the Outrages and Rapines of 
the ſaid Name and Clan of Mcgregour in timecomuag, Theretore, We with Advice of the Lords of Our Pri- 
-vy "Council, "do "hereby ftrictly Require and Command, all Heretors, Liferenters , Wodſetters and others , 
who have any of the ſaid Nameand Clan of Greigowr or M-greogour , living upon their Ground, to | give up true 
Liſts of their Names and Qualities, to the Clerks of Our Privv Gouacil, betwixt and the firſt Thurſdsy of 
November next 5 And betwixt and the day toreſaid , to find ſufficient Surety ated in the Books of Privy 
Council, that all Our good Subjects ſhall be Free, Sate and Sure, from all Thefts , Depredations , Sornings, Rob- 
bings, andall other Violences tobe doneand committed by all or any of the ſaid Name and Clan of Greigowr or Mc- 
griegour,upon them, Certitying ſuch who ſhall tail to give punRual and readie Obedience to the Premiſles, they thall be 
Reputed and -Proceeded againſt,as Reſerters and Intercommuners with Thieves, Sorners, and open Rebels; in man- 
ner ſpecityed in the ſaid At of Parliament, and that bue Prejudice of what the Law requires, from Chiftains of Clans, 
Heretors of the Higlands in other Cales, OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and We Charge you ftraitly, 
and Command, thar in continent theſe Qur Letters ſeen, ye paſs tothe Mercat-Croſs of Edisbnrgh, and to the Mercat« 
Croſsesot the Head-burghs of the Shires of Perth, Stirling, Clackmannan, Angus, Mernes , Bamf, Inverneſs, Elgin, 
Forres, Cromertie, Dunbarton and Argile, and Stewartries of Strathers , Mewteich and Lenox, And there in Our 
Nameand Authority, by open Proclamation make Publication of the Premiſſes, and Ordains theſe preſents to be Priat- 
ed, that none may pretend ignorance» as yewill Anſwer to us thereupon. The which to do, We commit to you con- 
Prey and ſeyerally Our full Power, by theſe Our Preſeats delivering them by you duly Execute and Indorſed again to 

the Bearer. |
